Charles Diiiigherty Carter was liorn 
near Roggy I>(>p()t in nii old fort of 
tho Choctaw nation. Indian territory, 
lie attended ns a boy the Chickasaw 
Labor academy near ’rishimlngo, I. 
T. Ho worked on a ranch ns a cow¬ 
boy for a wliile and then became a 
clerk in a stor(\ Mr. Carter rose to 
high iilnce In the councils of the Cliick- 
asaws, serving ns school siiperlritend- 
eiit and mining trustee and occupy¬ 
ing various otlu'r iiosllloiis. He Is a 
director of the Ardmore linnk in his 
home town of .Vrdmore, Okin.. and 
he is tlie ineniiier of congress respons¬ 
ible for llie Indian enfraiictiis(-inent 
bill. 

Probably the force most to lie reck¬ 
oned with aiiiiing the Indians of the 
pri'.sent day Is the retiirnerl soldier. 
The Indians sent lO.fXiO young braves 
into the army and 2 ,iK)q into the navy. 
Tliey proved to be gorgeous lighters 
and broiiglit home dt'corations galore. 
Rut the mnlii point is Hint tlie army 
e.xperlenee of the young men has 
proved, for most of them, the most im¬ 
portant ediicntionnl factor of their ca¬ 
reers. Coinmlssloner Sells refused fo 
permit them to be grouped ns Indians 
In servh'e units. They volunteered 
or were drafted ns individuals and 
were allocated ns such to companies 
and regiments. Tlie result was that 
for a year or two they lived precbsely 
the life of the white soldiers, with 
white men for companions. These men 
will never be safislled until they are 
citizens. 

f’ato Sells, the United .Slates Indian 
cotnmlssloner, has faith In the red 
man. He say.s: 

“Tlie time has come for discontinuing 
the guardianship of nil competent In- 


(llaiis and giving even clo.'-er alteii- 
flon to the iiicoiiipetent Indiaii'i. that 
th(\v may ihe inoi'c readily joliicvf* 
compi'tency. Rroadly speaking, a pol¬ 
icy of greater lilx'ralism will heiici'- 
forth prevail in Indian adniinlstnitlon 
to llie end that every Indian a.s soon 
as li(' has hecn (h'tcrmined to lie as 
compet('nt fo transact his own husl- 
iicss as the average wlill(> man. shall 
receive full control of his properly and 
liavc all his land.s and moneys lurncil 
over to him. iiflcr wlilch lie will no 
longer In* ii ward of th(> government. 

"Tills Is .■ new and far-reactilng 
declaration of policy. It nicans tlu' 
(lawn of ii iKov era In Indian nilmlnls- 
tratlon. It iticniis Unit the competent 
Indliin will 110 longer lx; Ircatcil as 
half ward and luilf cillzi'ii. It iiicans 
rsilmvd approprlalioiis by llic govcrii- 
i..'cht ami more sclf-rcspcct and Inde- 
pcii'lciicc for lli(‘ Iii'liati. It aicaiis 
the nitiiiiale atisorpllon of thi> liKllan 
race into the Ixidy politic of Ihe na¬ 
tion.

preceding ten years. 

No matter wlietlx'r the Indian gets 
the fraticbise or not he Is rapidly be¬ 
coming a factor In the nation.

Indian" was Ihe way the frontier ex- 
pres.sed the general c(inlcuip(ir.ary 
American idea of the desirahlllty of 
the red man ns a man tind brother. 

“As n race the Indians are utterly 
Incorrigible'. I>esidto all efforts to re¬ 
claim them thf'v remain savages; wild 
men of the wilderness; untamed den¬ 
izens of (ho woods. And even when 
Indivldtials of their race are taken 
from the forests and educate(l and cul¬ 
tured ttrt'.v rola[ise at the first oppor¬ 
tunity into savagery, and then they 
tx'corne more barbarous than original 
hnrhnrlans. Kssenllnlly a wild animal, 
like the wolf and the catamount, Ihe 
Indian has always roved, and will al¬ 
ways rontliine to rove, uiifaiiied In the 
forest.” Wesley O. Howard, former 
justice of the supreme court nf New 
York, thus states Ihe ease of those 
who still continue to dislike the Indian. 

On the other hand the friends of the 
Tndlait—and they an trinny—believe 
that the so-called "Indian problem" 
should he solved hy making the In¬ 
dians a part of the American people. 
lnst('ad of keeping them apart as aliens 
and sernl-ontca.sts under the name of 
wards of the nation. This ease for the 
Indian Is the one adotited by a com¬ 
mittee repre.senting his friends. Its 
.’hnirmnn was the Rev. Henry Roe 
rioud. an Omaha Indian and a gradu¬ 
ate of Yale university. Among Its 
members wert' S. M, Rrosbis, the Wash¬ 
ington agent of Ihe In fan Rights ns-- 
socintion; the Itight Rev. H. I,. Rurle- 
son. I’rotestant Fpiseopnl bishop nf 
South Dakota ; .Tohn W. f'lnrk, secre¬ 
tary of the .National Indian associa¬ 
tion; Mrs. Raymond T. Ronnln fZIt- 
knln Sa), secretary of the Society of 
American Indians; the Rev. Thomas 
U. Moffett, superintendent nf the Pres¬ 
byterian Indian Mission Work, and the 
Rev. F'rnncis S. White, domestic sec¬ 
retary of the Protestant Kptscopnl 
hoard nf missions. 

Mrs. Ronnln, secretary of the Socl- 
,-ty of the American Indians, believes 
that over-paternalism on the part of 
the Ttntted States governmeiif Is sti¬ 
fling the Initiative of the Indian. She 
wants him enfranchised and believes 
he eon take care nf himself. Mrs. 
Ronnln (Zlt-kala-Sa) Is the wife of 
Capt. Raymond T, Ronnln, U. S. A., 
of French and Sioux descent. She 
herself Is a full-hlnnded Sioux and a 
direct descendant nf Sitting Rull.
